Although the lab has room for 
forty-eight students at one. sitting, 
the procedure has been to split the 
classes, thus giving each chemist 
about five feet of desk space for 
his experiments. Additions to be 
made this summer consisting of 
another desk, more shelves and a 
wall table, will enlarge the ca- 
pacity. 

All of the most modern equip- 
ment is available to the students, 
and the stock-room and shelves 
are well supplied with chemical re- 
agents. Included in the stock-room 
apparatus is a distiller to purify 
all water used in experiments. 

Organic chemistry treats of the 
reactions of organic matter, and 
some of the experiments that it 
entails are the making of soap, 
starches, and formaldehyde. The 
Rev. Albert Wuest, C. PP.
